No. CWR(l) / GO— The following draft of certain amend- 
ments to the Cost and Works Accountants Regulations, 
1959, which it is proposed to make m exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 
39 of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959 (Act No. 
23 of 1959;, is published for information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the draft will be taken up ior consideration on or 
after the 30th May 1960. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any persons with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations: 

I. In Regulation 2, in clause (b), for the words “the 1st 
August in each year", the following words shall be sub- 
stituted, namely: — 

'the 1st June in each year’'. 

II. In Regulation 17, after the words “under clause (c) 
of sub-section (1) of Section 20” and belore the words 
“all arrears on account of the annual fee”, the following 
words shall be inserted, namely: — 

“or under Article 20(c) of the Articles of Association 
of the dissolved company”. 

III. In Regulation 20, in clause (b), after the words “the 
All India Council ior Technical Education”, the follow- 
ing words shall be added, namely: — 

“or the Intermediate or Final Examination of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, or 
of the Institutes of Chartered Accountants in 
England and Wales, Scotland, or Ireland, or of 
the Society of Incorporated Accountants, London, 
or of the Institute of Cost and Works Accoun- 
tants, London”. 

IV. In Regulation 25, for the words “within a period of 
five years”, the following words shall be substituted, 
•namely : — 

“within a period of ten years”. 

V. In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 32, for the figures 
and word “30th June 1961"* the following figures and word 
■shall be substituted, namely: — 

“31st December 1961”. 

VI. In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 32, under the 
head ‘ Group II”, in sub-head “(b) Costing”, for the 
brackets and words “(Four papers of three hours and 100 
marks each)”, the following shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“Four papers of two hours and 100 marks each)”. 

VII. In Regulation 32, in sub-regulations (3), (4) and 
(5), for the words "Economics of Industry and Commerce 
and Industrial Revolution in India”, wherever they occur, 
the following words shall be substituted, namely: — 

"Economics of Industry and Commerce and Industrial 
Evolution in India”. 

VIII. For the existing sub-regulation (5) of Regulation 
32, the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“(5) A candidate re-appearing under the second pro- 
viso to Regulation 29 for the Intermediate Exami- 
nation prescribed in sub-regulation (3), or a candi- 
date who has passed in or obtained exemption 
from Group I or Group II of the Intermediate 
Examination prescribed in sub-regulation (1) 
shall be entitled to exemption — 

(a) if he had passed the previous examination as 
a whole, from all subjects of the examination 
except Office Methods and General Knowledge 
of Commerce and Finance, and Industrial and 
Commercial Law (excluding Company Law); 

(b) if he had passed in or obtained exemption 
from Group I of the previous examination, 
from the subjects Economics of Industry and 
Commerce^ and Industrial Evolution in India, 
Book-keeping and Accountancy and Practical 
Mathematics; and 

(c) if he had passed in or obtained exemption 
from Group II of the previous examination, 
from the subjects Elements of Engineering 
and Costing : 


Provided that no exemptions under this sub-regu- 
lation shall bo admissible after December 
1962”. 

IX. For the existing Regulation 33, the following new 
Regulation 33 shall be substituted, namely: — 

“33. Admission to the Final Examination — (1) No 
candidate shall be admitted to the Final Examina- 
tion unless he is a Registered Student and an 
interval of not less than eighteen months has 
elapsed between the date of his passing the Inter- 
mediate Examination of the Institute or of the 
dissolved company and the first day of the month 
of the examination: 

Provided, however, that in respect of candidates for 
the Final Examinations to be held under sub- 
regulation (1) of Regulation 35. such interval shall 
not apply. * 

Provided further that a candidate who has passed in 
Group I or Group II of the Final Examination 
prescribed in sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 35, 
and who reappears under the second proviso to 
Regulation 29 for the Intermediate Examination 
prescribed in sub-regulation (3) of Regulation 32, 
may, subject to the conditions laid down in this 
sub-regulation, be admitted to the Final Examina- 
tion simultaneously with his said re-appearance 
in the Intermediate Examination. 

Provided further that the Examination Committee 
may, on receipt or being in possession of any in- 
formation against any candidate, decline to ad- 
mit him to. any examination after giving him an 
opportunity to explain his conduct and after hold- 
ing such enquiry for the purpose, as it may con- 
sider necessary. 

(2) No candidate shall be admitted to any Group of 
the Final Examination unless he has passed in or 
obtained exemption from the Group or Groups 
preceding it: 

Provided that a candidate will be admitted to all the 
Groups if taken together”. 

X. In sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 35, under the 
head “Group II”, in sub-head “(b) Costing”, for the 
brackets and words “(Four papers of three hours and 100 
marks each)”, the following shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“(Four Papers of two hours and 100 marks each)’’. 

XI. For the existing sub-regulation (4) of Regulation 35, 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(4) Exemptions from individual subjects in the Final 
Examination prescribed in sub-regulation (3) shall 
be granted as follows: 

(i) Those who have passed the Final Examination 
of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
India, or of the Institutes of Chartered Ac- 
countants in England and Wales, Scotland or 
Ireland, or of the Society of Incorporated Ac- 
countants, London, or of the Institute of Cost 
and Works Accountants, London, shall be 
exempted from taking the papers on Advanc- 
ed Accountancy, and 

(ii) Those who have passed a degree examination 
of any University in Statistics, not more than 
five calendar years before the commencement 
of the examination shall be exempted from 
taking the paper on Statistical Methods”, 

XII. In Regulation 35, after sub-regulation (4), the fol- 
lowing sub-regulation (5) shall be added, namely: — 

"(5) A candidate shall be entitled to exemption — 

(a) from Statistical Methods, if he has passed in 
or obtained exemption from Group I of the 
Final Examination prescribed in sub-regula- 
tion (1); or 

(b) from the papers on Costing, if he has passed 
in or obtained exemption from Group II of 
the Final Examination prescribed in sub- 
regulation (1). 

Provided that no exemptions under this sub-regu- 
lation shall be admissible after December 
1962.” 

XIII. Sub-regulation (5) of Regulation 41 shall be delet- 
ed and the existing sub-regulation (6) of Regulation 41 
shall be re-numbered as sub-regulation (5) of Regulation 
41 and the following two provisos shall be added after 
Regulation 41(5) so re-numbered, namely: — 

“Provided that sub-regulations (4) and (5) shall not 
apply to examinations held before 31st December 
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(iii) in the subject (b) ot Group II — Costing, if he 
obtains an aggregate of 50 per cent, of the total 
marks of all the four papers m that subject.” 


Provided lurther that an application for the supply

XIV. For the existing sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
46, the following sub-regulation (1) shall be substituted,

In the said Regulations ; 

I. In sub-regulation (1) ol Regulation 30, for the words 
‘‘unless, he on the date of his application for admission to 
the examination, has been a Registered Student for a mini- 
mum period of one year", the following words shall be sub- 
stituted, namely; — 

“unless a minimum period of one year has elapsed be- 
tween the date of registration under Regulation 20 
and the first day of the month of the examination”. 

II. In the first Proviso to sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
30, after the word and figure “Regulation 20” artfi before the 
word "shall”, the following words shall be inserted, name- 
ly:— 

“and who had appeared in any of the examinations of 
the Institute or of the dissolved company held prior 
to 31st July 1959”. 

III. In sub-clause (ii) of sub-regulation (4) of Regula- 
tion 32, after the words “passed the Intermediate” and 
before the words “Examination of the Institute”, the fol- 
lowing words shall be inserted, namely:
